Night after night 
she would have to be rocked to sleep 
like a baby, Frequently John Varney, 
the hired man, played the role of nurse 
to the full-grown woman, soothing her 
to sleep in his arms! This scandalized 
the family and a huge cradle was con- 
structed in which Varney rocked the 
fature discoverer of Christian Science. ° 

About this time the future Mrs. Eddy 
openly avowed her belief in mesmer- 
ism and clairvoyancy and proceeded to 
practice both. She went into trancés. 
heard strange noises and mysterious 
rappings and foretold events which 
never came to pass. 

She finally married De. Dantel Patter- 
son, @ handsome, black-beardéd giant 
who for years had moved among the 
New England towns as a traveling den- 
tist. Patterson carMed his wife in his 
arms downstairs to the bridal ceremony, 


cradie in his dentist's wagon. 

Patterson was poor and constantly 
away from home practicing his profes- 
sion. For years his wife was forced to 
live in a shabby little farmhouse near 
the village of North Groton. They quar- 
reled bitterly until Mrs. Patterson ob- 
tained a divorce on the uncontested 
charge of desertion. 


Her ert y= With Quimby. 
The name of Phineas Parkhurst "Quim- 


by Will ever be associated with that of 
Mrs. Eddy and the cult she founded. 
He was a healer of disease, regarded by 
many in New England as a veritable 


lar physician, but professed ability to 
cure disease by the power over matter 
Quimby scorned mesmeristm, spiritual- 
ism and clairvoyancy and worked upon 
disease wholely with the power of the 
mind. He was a loveable man, who in- 
spired confidence and won converts to 
his theory with surpassing ease. : 

In the fall of 1862 Quimby and Mrs. 
Eddy met in Portland for the first 
time. At the first treatment a complete 
cure of a spinal trouble with which she 
had been afflicted was effected. 
Bat infinitely more than that was 
accomplished. The réstless mind 
the woman had been given its first rea 
interest. Mrs. Patterson became the 
most enthusiastic member .of the Quim- 
by fold. In 1864 she returned to Port- 
land and became Quimby’s favorite stu- 
dent and amenuensis. During this serv- 
ice she professed to receive “spirit let- 
ters’ from her dead brother, Albert, hail- 
ing Quimby as the prophet of truth 
Quimby died in 1866. Nine year's later 
Mrs. Eddy published the first edition of 
her book, ‘“Scienc@, and Health,” in 
which #0 acknowledgment of indebted- 
ness to Quimby is' made. 

From Lynn Mrs. Patterson went 
from town to town seeking new pupils. 
She then called herself Mrs. Glover. In 
the summer of 3870 she first met Rich- 
ard Kennedy at Lynn. He éritered into 
a partnership with her fe; teach the 
new faith. They hired modest quarters 
and he put up his sign as Dr. ‘Kennedy. 
When in 1872 Kennedy broke with his 
partner they divided $15,000, the profits 
of two years’ work. 

Kennedy recognized the limitations of 
the Quithby theory and urged Mrs.

Retreating to Boston in 1882, she gath- 
ered her friends about her for one final 
effort. It looked black for Christian 
Science. The membership had dwindled 
to less than one hundred and Mra. Eddy 
was 62 years old. But she still retained 
her physical beauty and charm of mun- 
ner. Her Power to win dévotion and 
compel obedience was at its zenith. Her 
carriage Was superb, ber energy was 
tireless. Those nearest to her in the 
first dark days 6f the Boston invasion 
Say she gave herself but two h ’ rest 
In every % She spoke in hi halls, 
in churches and in the homes of the 
faithful. Interest in her work was 
aroused and spread with astonishing ra- 
pidity. Students crowded to the col- 
lege so rapidly that within six months 
the numerical strength of the cult had 
been more than quadrupled. 

Then Mrs. Eddy’s husband died. Rufus 
K. Noyes, a prominent physician of 


|| Boston, had attended him and had diag- 


nosed the case ag one of acute paralysis. 
But Mrs. Eddy insisted that her hus- 
band had been poisoned and in the pub- 
lic prints denounced the power of ma- 
liclous animal magnetism as the mur- 
derer of her husband. 

By this time Christian Science had 
been firmly established. Then appeared 
Calvin A. Frye, one of the most im- 
portant figures in the life story of Mrs. 
Eddy... 

Frye at that timne was e machinist, 
working at Lawrence, Mass., 37 years 
ol4 and a recent convert to Christian 
Science. He met Mrs. Eddy while she 
was on.a tour of small New England 
cities and immediately entered her serv- 
ice. He remained with her until the énd. 

Deeds Property to Frye. 

Frye was the major domo of Mrs. 
Eddy’s home and the guardian of her 
person. Once. when menaced by litiga- 
tion, Mrs. Eddy transferred to him her 
entire property. She was rich then, 
but unhesitatingly she gave to Frye 
her real estate, her money and even 
her jewels. Frye had legal title 
to this great store of wealth for sev- 
eral years. Ultimately he deeded it back 
to the rightful owner. 

‘Together Mrs. Eddy and the members 
of the “inner circle’ ved on the closest 
co-operative plan. Each one—even Cal- 
vin Frye—contributed so much a week 
té6 the common fund and each shoul- 
dered his or Her share of housekeeping 
care. Frye did all the marketing. Mrs. 
Eddy lectured to her students, treated 
the sick and conducted a press agency 
of surprising effectiveness. The work 
advanced by leaps and bounds and very 
soon Mrs. Bddy relinquished the Colum- 
bus avenue property and purchased a 
fine residence at 38 Commonwealth 
avenue, in the heart of Boston’s most 
exclusive residential] section. 


Adopts Physician as Son, 


In 188 she met Ebenezer J. Foster, a 
middle-aged physician practicing in a 
little Vermont town. She legally adopt- 
ed him as her son and made him the 
official publisher of Christian Scierice 
literature. Ten years later he was ex- 
pelled alike from his sonship and all 
connection with the Christian Science 
Church. His passing was a profound 
mystery to all save members of the 
“inner circle.” It remained a myStet'y 
until Dr. Foster-Eddy himself revealed 
the facts two years ago in a statement 
made for the New York World. 


" Mrs. Eddy had told him of the dia- 
bolism that menaced her life on every 
side and of her secret plan to seek 
shelter away from Boston where the 
magnetism could not reach her.

Physt- 
cians who visited the school last week 
ordered that all absentees go to the 
Health Department headquarters and 
obtain certificates of health. 

Complaint of Stagnant Pond. 

“From now on physicians wil! visit 
the homes of the absent children and 
examine them there. Those in whom no 
traces of the disease are found will be 
permitted to return to the schoo! as we 
believe they would be in no more dan- 
ger of infection there than they wou!d 
be if they were permitted to remain at 
Feme and play with other children. 

“I have heard that there is com- 
plaint about a stagnant pond at Ivan- 
hoe and Bradley avenues.

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_MBS. EDDY’S PASSING. 

With the demise of Mrs. Eddy the religious 
movement of which she was the originator, or- 
ganizer and undisputed Jeader enters upon a new 
phase, Its vitality and strength as an organized 
religious body will be put to the test. Although 
Mrs. Eddy had practically withdrawn from the 
active direction of the church, yet her influence 
was potent with her followers. Her word was 
taken as the final. decision of all controversies. 
But the Christian Science movement has exhib- 
ited so much vitality and has grown so rapidly 
through unusual storm and stress that it may be 
expected to survive and continue growing in 
some form of organization. 

But, whatever the ultimate form or- fate of. the 
organization, there is convincing evidence of the 
potent and lasting influence of Mrs. Eddy’s work. 
It is difficult at this time to measure its effect. 
It has profoundly inflienced religious thought 
and has modified medical science and practice. 
Mrs. Eddy’s views on mind as the only power 
and reality and her method of applying the Chris: 
tian ideal as a. practical working force to the 
problems of daily life have been accepted ad-reve- 
lations of truth by hosts of people, Her extraor- 
dinary power and influence are recognized by her 
bitterest opponents.

lived in adultery and marital infidelity; that 
the average woman was a4 fallen woman and 
that she played a large part in our social Ife; 
that every man kept a milstress; that every 

American home harbofed a husband who lived 

a double life er a wife who was false, and 

that our oer yocation was séeking revenge 

on men an@ women who had ruined our 
home. 

Admitting that playwrights and managers have 
passed the bounds of even complacent propriety, 
and the public, by supporting, has approved it, 
Mr. Lynch’s indictment is not only too general 
and too harsh, but it is not true. He fs. unfa- 
miliar with a fundamental] rule of the dramatic 
scheme which demands that crime is permissible 
only when condemned. So finely adjusted is the 
rule that no play survives its violation. The 
teaching has not been bad since Homer recor/led 
the ills that befell those whe protected the errant 
Helen.

ABOUT FUTURE 


Edgren Calls Him the Obsti- 
nate Dane, Following His 
Latest‘ Announcement.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—Battling Nelson 
is one obstinate Dane. He thinks his 
defeat by Wolgast and Moran, two in 
succession, were purely accidental.

He is willing to let the championship 
match with Wolgast slide—for the pres- 
ént, at least.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The annual six- 
day bicycle race at Madison Square Gar- 
den had its first distinctive feature be- 
tween 6 and 6 o'clock this morning 
when the Frenchman, Georget, shot out 
of the bunch and started a sprint. In 
five minutes Garmain and Verlinden, 
the French-Belgium team, who had fre- 
quently led the pace during the night, 
had lost a lap, then another and another 
until the score board showed that Ger- 
main and Verlinden had lost seven laps. 
During the following hour from 6 to 7, 
ithey lost three more laps, which put 
them’ exactly a mile behind’the other

When Georget started the sprint at 
5:10 a. m. the riders were two miles and 
nine laps behind the world’s record.

CONFESSES HIS~ GUILT 


Tells of Attempt to Rob Gro- 
cery and of Losing Nerve 
and Running Away. 


Walter Nill, a timid youth, walked 
charge of attempted fobbery Sunday 
night.

Shoe Sole Came Off. 

When Nill, who is 19 years oid and of 
frail build, returned to his home, 2315 
Dodier street, ostensibly from work, Sat- 
urday night, he told his parents a 
masked robber armed with a revolver

“IT held my hand on my wages, which 
were in my trousers pocket,’’ he said, 
“and when the robber threatened to 
shoot mé because I would hot hold up 
my hands, I started to run.
